City Bank Is All Powerful. 


When there was some probability of gold 
exports one could hear along Wall street: — 
“Well, if they [meaning the city bank 
crowd] want exports the gold will go.

This is an exaggerated statement in that 
it suggests what might be done, instead of 
what probably would be done. The city 
bank was prepared to import a lot of gold,

BERLIN, Oct. 25.—Prof. Koch made a sen- 
sational address before’ the international 
tuberculosis congress late thie afterngon, in 
which he not only defended his theory that 
animal tuberculosis ts not transferable to 
man, but made the additional declaration 
that boiling does not exterminate tubercular 
bacellli; that sterilizing milk impairs its 
quality; that butter infected with tubercular } 
baccilli is not followed by infection; that milk 
from a tuberculosis cow is practically harm- 
less. 

Prof. Koch began by stating that he spoke 
at the desire of the central committee. He 
wished it to be understood, he said, that 
his statements referred exclusively to the 
transmission of bovine tuberculosis to hu- 
man beings. He asserted that statistics on 
thd subject of intestinal tuberculosis were 
too incomplete to establish 
‘of that disease. ~ 


Koch Develops His 

a * said the professor, ‘‘ infection is so 
freQuent through milk, positive proof of this 
ought to be obtainable... When poisoned 
‘meat is eaten in @ community widespread 
effects follow. How is it that no general in- | 
fection follows the eating ‘of tuberculous 
meat or the drinking of milk from a tuber- 
culous cow? Experts assert that large 
amounts of tuberculous meats are con- 
sumed daily, and that not only the flesh but 
. even tuberculous organs are made yseof for 
food. Yet no widespread infection follows. 


Sterilizing Injures Milk. 

* People think that boiled milk is harmless, 
but boiling does not exterminate tubercular 
bacilli, and sterilizing milk impaire its qual- 
ity. Why is it that the public is so nervous 
about milk, but yet will eat butter, in which 
bacilli are equally nurtured, without hesita- . 
tion? The-fact is that most peopie have 
eaten tubercular bacilli. Why is not the in- 
fection widespread?” 

Prof, Koch declared that only two cases of 
alleged general infection were known to him, 
and these two were not proved. He did not 
effirm, he said, that the transmission a 
berculosis from animal to man was im 
sible, but that cases of the kind were ex- 
‘tremely rare, if they did occur. He had col- 
lected twenty-eight cases of apparent trans- 
mission of tubercular bacilli—a small num- 
ber—and in none of these could the source of 
the infection be stated punittvely, that data 
being incomplete. 

Tuberculosis Milk Harmless. 

Last year Prof. Koch received a number of 
letters from people who had drunk tubercu- 
lous milk for years and who had discovered 
only upom the @eath of the cow the milk of | 
which they hed been drinking that the ani- 
mal was tuberculous. He appealed to the | 
central committee to collect trustworthy 
data and, especially, to ascertain what pro- 
poriton of persons using the same meat and 
milk remained unaffected where transmis- 
gion of tuberculosis ‘was reported. As the 
matter stands, no satisfactory proof exists. 

“ If measures are taken to combat tubercu- 
losis,’ went on Prof. Koch, “ they must be 
on economic, not sanitary, grounds. In or- 
der to combat the disease we must find the 
root of the evil, establish better dwellings

This decision was arrived at after a thor- 
ough and exhaustive investigation of the 
situation in Paris, first by Special Attorney 
Charlies W. Russell and later thd attor- 
ney general himself. | 


Submitted to the President.

_ Approved by French Court. 

That tribune! has approved the consent of 
the liquidator to the sale and on appeal by a 
bondholder of the old company the Court of 
Appeals of Paris. confirmed the decision, 
which held that under the special law of 180% 
@ legal representative of the bondholders 
had been appointed by the court to repre- 
sent them all, and that the representative 
who had formally announced his consent to 
the sale was the only one authorized by the 
special law to oppose the Judgment of ap- 
‘proval on behalf of the bondholders. 


Able to Give a Clear Title..

The city council haa the authority to estab- 
lish a reasonable maximum fare. In view

In holding that the city has the right to

same, It says the Consolidated is merely a 
dummy of the Union company. 

“At the present rate of fare the court’s de- 
cision makes it possible for the resident of an 
outlying ward along the lines of the Consol- 
idated Tractidn company to go from his 
home to his work for 5 cents. For one fare 
the resident of the west side may reach Lin- 
coln park, and for 5 cents the resident of the 
north side may reach the west parks. 


Will End a Stubborn Fight. 

The decision will end a stubborn fight be- 
tween citizens of outlying wards and ne 
Union Traction company over “one f 
transportation. 

Judge Ball upheld the city ordinance re- 
quiring this “‘ one fare” ride in the spring. 
The Union Traction company refused to act 
on his decision until it had been passed on 
by the Supreme court. The citizens affected 
endeavored to force compliance at-once, and 
the result was a successioz of small fights in 
which passengers were ejected from west 
and north side electric and cable trains. 


Charter Grants the Right.

_IN ARBITRATION. 


Commission That Is to Decide Differ- 
ences That Caused the Great Coal 
Strike Asks Membership for Com- 
missioner of Labor, and Both Sides 
Consent—Body Ready to Begin 
Work at Once and Will Visit the 
Anthracite Field Soon. 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 25.—[Special.]—At 
the request of the members of the anthracite 
coal strike commission, and with the assent 
of both the operators and miners, President 
Roosevelt has appointed Carroll D. Wright, 
recorder of the commission, @ membér of 
that body. 

In aecordance.with the request the presi- 
dent. immediately designated Mr: Wright a 
member of the commission, coupling his an- 
nouncement with a statement. that Mr. 
Wright .would continue to perform his duty 
as recorder. 

Mr.. Wright called upon the president to- 
day, accompanied by Assistant Recorder E.j- 
~ward, A, Moseley, and formally accepted the 
appointment. 

Appointment Is Important. 

The significance of the appointment of Mr. 
‘Wright ie in the fact that it will give him 
a vote on all questions, which he would not 
have had he not been formally a member 
of the commission. As it stood.before there 
were. six ‘members and a two-thirds vote 
would have been necessary. to decide any 
question. Now with seven mémbers a ma- 
jority vote will prevail. ! 

Representatives of the coal operators and 
the miners will appear before the coa! strike 
commission on Monday, the invitations sent 
yesterday having been accepted by both par- 
ties. President Mitclell will appear on be- 
half of the miners, notwithstanding the ru- 
mors to the effect that the coal operators 
would object to his presence, as to permit 
him to appear before the eommission would 
be a recognition of the United Mine Workers’ 
union. 

A trip to the mining region to take testi- 
mony will be made by the entire commis- 


elon. 
- Commission to Dictate Policy. 

The commission and not the coal operators 
will determine who shall appear, and the 
body, which has wide latitude, will not sub-

* Your warm testimonies of loyalty and af- 
fection and the cordial welcome given to us 
by you in behaif of our ancient loyal city of 
London are profoundly gratifying to myself 
and the queen. I am deeply touched by your 
congratulations on our coronation and my 
restoration to health, which heaven has been 
pleased to grant me in anewer to prayers of 
my .people. I jein with you in praying that

henceforth throughout my dominions.” 
Shortly before 2 o’clotk the king and queen 
and other royalties left the dining hall and 
went into the withdrawing rooms, while the 
cfficers of state, the military men, and the 
equerries entered their carriages, Their maj- 
esties left the Guildhall at 2:20. The crowd 
cheered them heartily and the procession 
started. on the return to Buckingham palace 
by the south side of the river. The king and 
queen reached the palace shortly after 3:30.

King’s Speech at Trafalgar Square. 

The most interesting feature of the royal 
progress was the king’s reply to the ad- 
drees of the London county council on 
Trafalgar square. The Boer generals cecu- 
pied prominent seats in the center of the 
county council stand, immediately facing 
the king. His nmajesty’s reply was clearly 
audible to all in the vicinity. . He said: 

“It gives much pleasure both to myself 
and the queen to receive in person the loyal. 
and dutiful address of the center of munici-

coronation. 

“Your confidence that my favor will be 
extended to every measure calculated to 
ameMorate, the conditions of my subjects 
is well founded, and of the numerous impor- 
tant questions which come under your con- 
sideration none appeals more strongly to 
my interest and sympathy than those direct- 
ly touching on the welfare of the poorer 
classes of this and other great cities. 

“I thank you for your good wishes for 
myself and my house. I cordially share 
your aspiration that it may be granted me 
by the same divine Providence which pre- 
served my life from imminent danger to 
reign over my firmly established and peace- 
ful empire and in the loyal hearts.of my 
contented and prosperous people.’ 

Fire at Guildhall. 

The outbreak of the fire at the Guildhall 
caused intense excitement.

These -hurriedly departed to’ make 
way for several hundred ‘firemen,’ who

Within a few minutes after the fire ai 
had been sent out the pinnacle of the gray 
dome of the Guildhall was a of shin- 
ing brass, composed of the’ helmets of the 
firemen, who had clambered up and com- 
menced hacking away with axes, being ap-~ 
parently unable to get at the trouble: from 
the inside.

Independent Association Seeks to 
Prevent. “Scalping” of Its Cigars by 
Adopting Design Which Is Ex-~- 
pected to Make It Impossible for 
Tobacco Combine to Sell Any bat 


Machines, 


Members of the Cigar Dealers’ Association 
of America—the organization that is fighting 
the “cigar trust,’’ the American Tobacco 
,company—will adopt a trademark to distin- 
-guish its stores and goods from those of the 

combine. The trademark will be copyrighted 
and registered, and is expected to force the 
combination to sell only its own products. 
At present the independent manufacturers 
and retailers are forced to see their own 
* geads sold at cut prices. Signs are on many 
of ‘the stores of the “trust” informing the 
public that they are not connected with it 
and that they sell “trust and antitrust, 
union and nonunion goods.”’ 
they believe the trademark will! do it. 
Thinks Mark a Good Weapon. 

“We will have the mark out within a 
week,’’ said President Howe of the dealers’ 
association yesterday. “* We have kept its 
design secret and have applied for a copy- 
right.: We will register it in every state that 
has registration laws and none but members 
of the association can use it. We propose to 
guard it zealously and prosecute all who in- 


fringe on our rights. 
“ The trade mark will be used on all goods 


on the windows and in form of badges for 
lapel buttons for the clerks. When it is out 
no man who is fighting the trust can come 
to us and say he did not know he was trad- 
ing in a trust store. The trade mark will be 
used with the blue label of the Cigarmakers’ 
union, and we believe it is the most effective 
weapon, we have yet obtained.”’

UPHOLDS THE STATE GAME LAW. 


Supreme Court Declares It Valid, the 
Governor Having No Power to 
Stop Informers’ Pay. — 

August Meul of Chicago; who was fined 
under the game law fof having in his posses- 
sion wild birds not designated as game 
birds, must pay the fine, according to the 
ruling of the State Supreme court yesterday. 
It was claimed that the law was unconsti- 
tutional on the’ ground that under it the 
governor could remit the penalties imposed 
and deprive the informer of the amount due 
him. This is dismissed by the Supreme 
court with the statement that the governor 
can remit fines, but he has no power to de- 
prive the informer of his.compensation.

The history of the Masonic temple tax fix- 
ing conspiracy involves the names of men of 
h business standing as well as the names 
ofi men who.were never In the public eye be- 
fore. James W. Hahn, a clerk in the south 
town collector’s office, wae the first person 
to reveal the fact that a conspiracy was 
afoot: On May 15, 1902, Hahn went to Chief 
Clerk Becker and warned him that an at- 
tempt would be made to “ fix” the Masonic 
temple taxes. | 

Becker at once set a watch onthe books. A 
few Gays afterward Michael Walsh, then 
a clerk in the treasurer's office, went to Beck- 
er and gave a second warning, with further 
information revealing Luke Wheeler as the 
man who had approached him with an offer 
of $500 to make a false entry’ on the books. 

State's being informed, 
called Hahn and from him learned 
that James B. Hoy and John J. Healey Jr. 
were the men who had tried to get him into 
the conepiracy. Hahn that Hoy and 
Healy offered him $1, to write “ paid” 
in the warrant book. The false entry was to 
remain om the books until two men, described 
by Hoy and Healy as representatives of the 
association, could see that the taxes had 
been paid, when Hahn was toerase the writ- 
ing. Hahn declined to enter the conspiracy, 
and was then offered $500 to keep silent. 

The taxes remained delinquent and the 
property was advertised for sale. Fivedays 
ater Chief Clerk Becker went away on his 
vacation. During his absence some one 
whose name is unknown erased the mark 
showing the taxes delinquent and entered 
“ paid "’ in the book. 

H. H. Gloss, who had purchased the tax 
title to the Masonic temple the previous 
year, was the first. to detect the change. He

Notice was at once given to Capt. Williams 
that the taxes were unpaid and demanding 
a settlement. ‘Williams called upon Treasur- 
er Raymond with a receipt for the taxes. 
The receipt was pronounced a forgery. It 
was dated April 17. 

Williame insisted t the receipt was 
genuine and that he person had paid the 
money for the taxes in the presence of two 
witnesses to a clerk who had issued the 
receipt.

Hirsch at the banquet of the Bankers’ club 
last evening at Kinsley’s. Dr. Hirsch gave 
up the problem and then proceeded to tell 
what he conceived to be the duties and re- 
sponsibilities of the financiers. 

‘In ancient times the banker was regarded, 


if not as a thief, as the next thing to it,”’ he 


said. “ To take interest was against God's 
law, according to the ancient Jewish code, 
This canon was established for an agricultu- 
ral people, who had no comprehension of any 
other form of industrialism. 

“Later, when the Christian faith arose 
and became strong in the middle ages, the 
sew sectariane adopted the doctrines of the 
old Hebrew statutes, while the Jews them- 
selvés largely abandoned them. The Jews 
became the bankers and money lenders, and 
the Christians often found it against their 
principle to pay interest and against their 
interest to pay principal. 

“The present economic system recognizes 


banking as a Jegitimate employment. Capi- 


tal is labor in another form. Those whe op- 
pose it have not a sound economic philoso- 
phy. Economic education has not kept pace 
with economic conditiona, and many people 
do not comprehend the environments by 


which they are surrounded. Capital is la- 


bor stored up and saved for future use. 
* But capital has. its responsibilities. It 


must be conservative and tide the commu- 


nity through periods of.need, It has been 
charged, and rightly, that capital is a cow- 
ard, that it is the first to fly to shelter at an 
alarm. This is due to the fact that in times 
of prosperity it allows safe limits to be 
passed over and dips into excessive specula- 
tion. Speculation is not all bad, but when 
the tendency to rate a thing at what it may 
be worth in the future goes too far, we have 
watered stock and overcapitalism, with 
many attendant evils. Enterprises should 
be capitalized at their present value, which 
is certain and puts no tax on the living for 
their descendants.” 

The speaker went on to tell of the progress 
of American industries, and said Andrew 
Carnegie’s suggestion to the German em- 
peror to unite Europe against the United. 
States was a challenge from the new world 
to the old. 

Before the address of Dr. Hirsch officers 
for the year were elected. David R. Forgan 
was made president and W. D. C. Street 
secretary and treasurer.

According to Dr. Taylor's views of it Mr.: 


Hamline holds most tenaciously to theories 
that are not prac 

"It is far better to go along just as we 
are,’ he said, “ than to burden the institu- 
tions with a’ system, of goverhment that 
would not be effective and would not ac- 
complish the results the people demand. I 
do not doubt for a moment that Mr. Ham- 
line is sincere and honest. in his conten- 
tions but the trouble lies in his theories.” 


Disagree as to Methods. 


Mr. Hamline has given the subject a good 
deal of consideration and believes he knows 


what is needed in the way of a law for the | 


conduct of the penal and charitable institu- 
tions. Qn the other hand, with the advan- 
tage of twenty-five ‘years’ experience in 


handling insane patients and managing’ 


asylums, Dr. Taylor says he knows as well 
@s any man what ir wanted. 

* I always have favored the merit system,’’ 
the doctor continued, “ and during the four 
and a half years | have been superintendent 
of the western hospital for the ingane at 
Watertown I have practiced it.”’

“Raid on a West Side Medicine House

Four masked robbers invaded. the plant of 
the Lundin Bros.’ Medicine company, Forty- 
seventh avenue and Kinzie street, at 2:3) 
yesterday morning and after binding and 
gagging Andrew Nelson, the night watch- 
man, proceeded to crack the safe. They 
secured only $18 worth of postage stamps. 
According to Nelson's story, he was read- 
ing a newspaper in the main office of the 


‘bulling, which faces Kinzie street, when he 


was overpowered, One-of the robbers caught 
hie head from behind, the watchman says, 
and puiled it over the back of the cheir, 

“If you value your life don’t_make an out- 
cry,” warned the robber as he pressed a re- 
volver against the watchman's head. 

‘Bind‘and Gag Watchman. 

Then, Nelson says, he was bound hand and 
foot and dragged to a closet, where he was 
Gagged. One of the robbers, apparently « 
youth, was left to guard him. 

This guard, Nelson relates, was addressed 
by one of the other robbers as son.” 

For more than an hour, ‘Nelson declares, 
he was held a captive in the closet.: “ Son,” 
the guard, stood just outside the door and 
waited impatiently for the others to return. 
Finally there was an explosion in the office, 
and then another period of walting. 

At length the three robbers ‘returned, be- 
wailing their luck at not having found more 
plunder in the safe. Then, bending over Nel- 
son, one of the robbers removed the gag and 
asked 

e Well, what have you got to say about it?’’ 


Show Mercy to Victim, 

Nelson said that he had rheumatism and 
complained that the cords were cutting into 
his flesh, The robber unbound the cords and 
then backed from the room. 

A few minutes later’ Nelson shouted and 
attracted the attention of the guard who 


was patrolling the outside of the building. 


Together theygreturned to the main office 
and found that the safe had been broken 
into. The outside guard had seen nothing 
of: the quartet. 

Nelson was able to give the police © good 
description of the robbers. Lieut. njamin 
Williams and detectives of the West Lake 
street police station are searching for them, 
but so far have failed to find any trace of 
the’ men after they left the Lundin com- 
pany’s building.

Figures Show That the Death Rate 
from Consumption, Which in 1838 
Was 38 Per 1,000, Has Been Re- 
‘duced to 13, or More than 60 Per 
Cent—Important Volume Shows Re- 
sults of Recent Investigation of the 
Bubonic Plague.

LONDON, Oct. 25.—Great interest was 
felt throughout Europe in the first meet- 
ing of the international tuberculosis con- 
gress at Berlin this week. Some of the pro- 
ceedings were too technical for popular dis- 
cussion, but astonishing progress is already 
recorded in conquering the deadliest malady 
of the human race. 

Thus the English delegate reported 
the death rate in the united kingdo 
1888 from consumption was 38 per 1,000; 
this has been reduced to 13, or more than 
60 per. cent. 

The delegates to the congress Yesterday 
visited the great public sanatoria in the 
pine forests, an hour's ride from Berlin. 
They found there not only the finest modern 
equipment for the cure of the disease, but 
what Prof. Brouardel of Paris described as 
an entire novel and momentous experiment 
in the realm of social policy. 

These great institutions provide every ac- 
commodation at public expense to working 
class victims of this scourge. The delegates 
were much impressed and the English rep- 
resentative declared his intention to induce 
a deputation of English workmen’ s friendly 
societies to visit the sanatorias, 


Study of Bubonic Plague. 

The local government board has just is- 
sued an important volume giving the re- 
sults of an investigation of the bubonic 
plague in all parts of the world for the last 
three years. It is reassuring to learn that 
the investigators do not expect the reap- 
pearance of the scourge in severe ‘form in 
Europe or America. 

The most curious feature seems to be that 
the disease must, if it can be so explained, 
become acclimatized before it can become 
seriously epidemic. 

The plague when it first appeared in a new 
field often presented curious resemblances 
to some commonplace current malady, such 
as influenga, enteric fever, or malaria. Re- 
peated mistakes were made in the diagnosis 
at the beginning of the outbreaks not only 
where the plague was not looked for, but in 
countries where the officials and practi- 
tioners were alert in watching for it and be- 
lieved that they were prepared to detect 
its immediate appearance. The confusion 
arising from this was such as to almost sug- 
gest the mimicry of indigenous maladies by 
the plague on transplantation to new soil. 


Effect on Men and Rats. 

The recorde tend to confirm the belief that 
man and rat are reciprocally infective, yet 
they fail completely to afford sufficient data 
for determining the degree that man is in 
danger through the rat. In some localities 
man and rat suffered at the same time. In 
other localities the man suffered before the 
rat, and in still others the rat was attacked 
firet. Moreover, when in a particular dis- 
trict either man or rat was the firét to suffer 
the interval between the invasion from the 
first to the second especies has often been 
long, extending for weeks and months. 
Finally it would appear that the plague may 
prevail largely among men without rats be- 
ing affected, and conversely among rats 
without men being affected. | 


New Serum for Whooping Cough.

Cost of Siberian Railroad Travel.

KING OSCAR 1S BLAMED. 


FRENCH DIPLOMATS OBJECT TO 
AWARD IN SAMOAN DISPUTE. 


Officials in Paris Declare the Decision 
of the Ruler of Sweden in the Dis- 


pute Between Germgny, the United 


States, and Great Britain Will Never 
Be Accepted as a Principle of In- 
ternational Law—Roosevelt’s Plan 
for Settling Strikes to Be Tried.

PARIS, Oct. 25.—The French government, 
not being a party to the Samoan dispute 
submitted to the arbitration of King Oscar, 
bas of course no direct interest in the de- 
cision adverse to the United States and 
England, which appears prominently today 
in all Paris and provincial papers. ~ 

Unofficial information received in diplo- 
matic circles here fully confirms the accu- 
racy of the statement cabled from Washing- 
ton of the judgment received from the king 
of Sweden and has called forth various com- 
ments. It ig natural that in the present 
frame of the French mind, just after the 
jubilant celebration in London of the anni- 
versary of the Nelson victory over Villeneuve 
at Trafalgar, that a decision unfavorable to 


England would be soothing sirup for Gallic : 


sensibilities. From this point of view the 
nationalist and reactionary press, such as 
Autorite, Partie, and Liberte, record the 
decision of King Oscar with unconcealed de- 
light. 

Diplomats Dislike the Decision. 

Not so, however, in the highest diplomatic 
circles, where the principle involved by King 
Oscar’s judgment, that a nation is not justi- 
fied in cases of absolute necessity to disem- 
bark a military force in an uncivilized coun- 
try to protect the lives and property of its 
own ckizene, would never be accepted as a 
precedent of international law by the French 
government, 

Indeed, the mere enunciation of such a 
principle is highly unpalatable here and com- 
pletely at variance with French traditions, 

It ig pointed out that the Samoan arbitra- 
tion submitted to the king of Sweden is like- 
ly to be the last instance of an internatioal 
dispute being left to a single arbitrator, now 
that. the international Hague tribunal is in 
full working order and where its maiden 
case, that between the United States and 
Mexico, wae disposed of satisfactorily and 
supported by legal learning of unquestion- 
able scundness anéauthority. 


Following Roosevelt’s Example. 

Premier Combes secured and consolidated 
his ample working majority in the Prench 
chamber of deputies, 375 votes against 164, 
by promising to follow the example offered 
by President Roosevelt and taking the in- 
itiative in bringing the French strikés toa 
settlement by arbitration.

tion of its material, and owihg to the lenien- 
cy of the Paris tribunals the affair was 
docketed, where it is likely to remain for 
months, with no immediate remedy in sight. 


TRYING TO WAKE UP ENGLAND. 


London , Times Makes Elaborate Review 


of Steps Toward Progress in Eng- 
lish Universities. 


LONDON, Oct. 25.—The recommencement 
of work at Oxford and Cambridge universi- 
ties’ elicited from the London Times today 
.a lengthy and important review of the steps 
taken towards progress in the English uni- 
versities caused by the “*‘ Wake Up England " 
agitation. 

The Times announced that “Oxford waa 
considering ‘the advisability of abolishing 
Greek as @ compulsory subject. If this is 
done it would have most farreaching conse- 
quences on education throughout the coun- 
try, which would’ then certainly be tn har- 
mony with the trend of modern thought.” 

Referring to the agitation in connection 
with Oxford, which has furnished the ground 
for considerable talk, the Times says:

The Retail Clerk, His Conditionsand Prospect 


HE retail clerk today is worse off than the hodcar- 
rier who receives 30 cents an hour and works day 
after day in a suit of old clothes, which he can dis- 
card when his work is done. The clerk, on the other 
hand, must meet the public clad in good clothing, 
which takes a large part of his income. While the 
hod carrier. works eight hours a day the clerk toils 
twelve, fourteen, and sometimes sixteen hours, ? 

The conditions of the retail clerks of today—an 
army of wage earners composed of men and women, 
both old and young—are such that it is impossible 
to consider them in all localities in this article. In 
the city of Chicago there are two classes—the clerks 
who work in the large department stores in State 

a > street and the ones in the stores on the outside. 
} In the State street department stores the hours of labor have been con- 


Wantly shortened until now these stores open at 8:30 in the morning and’ 


lose at 5:30 or 6 o'clock in the afternoon and remain closed on Sunday. 
But the rules in these houses are so strict and enforced so severely that 
they sometimes remind one of a penal institution instead of a place of em- 
ployment. One recognizes that any successful place of business must have 
Seystém.and rules and regulations governing its employés, but a great many 
Of the little petty rules can be eliminated. Above all, more wages can be 
paid the clerks in State street than*are paid at the present time.

Forty years ago, when we were chattels, being bought and sold, lashed 
and driven, beaten and bruised, we needed a strenuous form of religion, 
something full of color, and motion, and spectacular effect.. Nothing less 
could have taken hold upop us and stood over against the definiteness of our 
sufferings, But today it is so different. Our advantages haye changed us. 
We have learned to reason, and it is our own fault if we do not begin to 
know how to live. It is no reproach to say that a man or woman changes 
his religion with his clothes. In one way it is not. The black man’s re- 
ligion of a half century ago has no more business in a modern ‘negro church 


than a hoop skirt and a bell crowned hat would have in the list of polite 


apparel.

or environment free from dust we must. 
the open ocean. We may not escape all contact with dust even there, but, if 
research is to be trusted, at least we may find an atmosphere in which one 
species of particles—germs, to wit—are conspicuous by their absence. I 
find in one record that while over 80,000 bacteria per liter were found in the 
air of old houses in Paris, only six were to be found in the air of the 
mountain tops in'the same quantity. Other figures give us bigger amounts 


for the air of towns and cities. It is interesting to contemplate the effect 


upon us of being encompassed by this tremendous amount of floating aerial 
matter. We awaken to its existence when the ray of sunlight streaming 
through the chink in the shutters of a closed room reveals to us the cloud of 
mites and atoms dancing in the track of the beam. Those of us who have 
read T'yndall’s “The Floating Matter of the Air ”—a book to be 
read and reread with its charming account of the germ theory experiments 
-—~will remember his demonstration by aid of the electric ray of the same 
fact, that of the mass of suspended matter in the air. 3 

Sir J. Crichton Browne sampled the dust found on the top of the ward- 
robe in a sick chamber and found it to consist of the various kinds of parti- 
cles which science has before chronicled as comprising the air’s floating mat- 
ter. Much of the dust is mineral in its character. Some consists of in- 
finitesimal shreds of our clothing. A proportion is made up of the “ ubiqui- 
tous. germs,” of the pollen or dust of plants, of yeast plants, and of the 
spores of fungi. Starch granules there are, and fragments of our skin; and

The clerk in the grocery store is compelled to open the store at 5:30 in 
the morning and work almost continuously until 9 o’clock at night, and 
sometimes even later. In addition to this he must be there a half day on 
Sunday. Why should he work so many hours? Does it require all this 
time to transact the business done on that day? No, it is only again the 
selfishness of the public in compelling them to work so long. As solicitors 
make the rounds for all the stores orders could be given them and filled 
without the loss of the additional time by the clerk. But because they are 
not the grocery stores are keeping open from early morning until late at 


night, when their business could be done the same as in the large depart- _ 


ment stores and the clerks given shorter hours. 
Perhaps there is no greater sufferer from long hours than the drug clerk 
—the young man who is compelled to graduate from a recognized college 
of pharmacy.and stand an examination hefore he can accept a position as 
clerk in a drug store. Every day he opens the store at 7 in the morning

In this planting of colonies the convert to 
the religion is subject to the orders of the 
head of the church at Salt Lake City. When 
he has cast his lot with the church he be- 
comes the subject of its dictator in Utah, 
and he moves as easily as a pawn upon a 
chessboard and with the same absence of 
volition. 

Considering the growth of the Mormon 
religion in the United States and having in 
view the part that Chicago is playing in 
it the Chicago public well may look to this 
canvass of its homes, the distribution of its 
literature, and the spoken words of its elders 
on the corners of the streets. The charge 
has been made that every convert made by 
these elders ii Chicago may be counted upon 
as a convert to polygamy, and the further 
fact has beeh asserted that the methods of 
the church in reaching the unsuspecting is 
masterly in ite subtlety. 

reference to polygamy is ever made,” 
said one of the interested obstructiohists. 
“The victim (if he may be called such) is 
appealed to on grounds of the need of salva- 
tion. All the rest comes in fts time. But 
eas I know, 300 children have been born of 
polygamous relations in the Mormon church 
since Utah was admitted to the union.” 


Menace to the State. 


in its general aspects few people of any 
other sect or denomination have a hesitancy 
in making common war against the Mormon 
church, Its records everywhere have been 
recogniged not only as inimieal to all other 
religions, but as a distinct menace to the 
state. It neyer has hesitated to use its 
strength against the state wherever it found 
jt possible. The Mormon church in Utah has 
long been the hotbed of a dictatorship that 
is impossible in the United States. Congress 
has had to move against its institution of 
polygamy, and having done all it could do in 
the existing premises there are many who 
doubt if the “ plural” marriage has been 
abandoned in any sense. 

, Exposure after exposure has been made as 
to the workings of the Mormon religion; 
horror after horror has been laid bare to the 
eyes of the world. But looking to history as 
the authoritative ‘utterance on the subject, 
few things have stood against any cause or 
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creed as the horrible Mountain Meadow mas- 
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sacre, committed on Friday, Sept. 11, 1857, 
just four days before Brigham Young issued 
his impudent proclamation forbidding United 
States troops to enter Utah territory, then a 
section immediately under the jurisdiction of 
the national government at WaShington. 


Doctrine of Blood Atonement. 


‘The dictatorship of the famous leader of. 


Mormonism had spread until the head of the 
church had denied the passage of emigrants 
to the Pacific coast save as they paid tribute 
to the Mormon church or otherwise ob- 
tained permission of its head. “ Blood 


atonement” had become one ef .the.tenets - 


of the faith and it was in this that the mas- 
sacre found religious sanction. 

Perley H. Pratt, a Mormon elder, had tak- 
en unto himself as a ninth wife Mrs. Hector 
H. McLean. The woman was the wife of a 
United States custom house official in Ar- 
kansas. Soon after her desertion of her 
husband she returned to him, renouncing 


‘polygamy, but disappearing again soon aft- 


erward. McLean, finding a letter addressed 
to his wife by the elder, followed the Mor- 
mon and shot him. > 

Thus was Arkansas put under the ban of 
the “ blood atonement.” Soon afterward 
forty families from Arkansas started to the 
gold country of the Pacific coast. There 
were about 140 men, women, and children 
in the well equipped caravan, and in enter- 
ing northern Utah they were refused sup- 
plies and enticed to the southward by the 
Mormons. Three hundred and fifty miles 
south of Salt Lake the caravan was attacked 
by a band of Indians and a still greater num- 
ber of Mormons disguised as Indians, The 
emigrants made a fight that held the enemy 
at bay for hours. Then a company of Mor- 
mon militia, headed by Maj. John D. Lee, 
came up with a flag of truce. . The Arkansas 
argonauts were told if they would leave 
arms behind them the Mormons would see 
to théir safe escort through the hostile 
country. The emigrants fell into the trap. 
They had gone only a few miles when they 
were again attacked and every man in the 
party killed; soon afterward the women and 
children shared the same fate. But it was 
not until seventeen years later that Lee was 
executed for the crime. 


% 


This ‘‘ blood atonement” of the ‘Mormon 
religion today is holding many of its back- 
sliding members in terror of their lives. Men 
and women who have made exposure of the 
church do.not know at what moment they 
may make this atonement: In New York at. 
the present time is a young woman who has 
sought police protection, for the reason that 
having renounced the Mormon religion after 
@ year’s membership, she asserts that the 
Mormon church has her under surveillance, 
and she is in danger of death at the hands 


of ite apostles. 


Public spirit in the United States cannot 
‘be questioned for a_moment with reference 
to the Mormon religion. When the Mormon 
congressman from the new state of Utah was 
announced the whole country was stirred to 
its depths over the situation. When it was 
proposed even to admit the territory as a 
state there was a convulsion from the middle 
west to the Atlantic seaboard. Roberts is 
out of congress now, but in reply to a recent 
question as to the future of the church he. 
painted a rosy and enthusiastic picture of its 
coming greatness, notwithstanding the fact 
that outside of itself the church ip called-a 


plague spot.

“The Mormon church, from the first, has 
stood four square to all the winds that have 
beat upon her,” said this former member of 
s. “ Falsehood against her founders, 
mob violence in Ohio, Missouri, and Llinois, 
and exodus into a desert wilderness, disin- 
corporation, and confiscation of her prop- 
erty, through the temporary mistaken policy 
of our great government, brought to pass 
by the fanatical sectarian priests—all these 
things the church has survived, and her 
membership of 300,000 is more formally es- 
tablished in the fajth today than were the 
fathers of a generation ago. 

“The president of the church, Janeoh F. 
Smith, nephew of the first prophet, Joseph 
Smith, possesses the entire confidence and 
love of the church, His counsels are every- 
where respected.

Bimarily, the experiments demonstrate 
mone clearly than ever before that vegetable 
a ahimal organisms—all animate as well 
inanimate things—react in some manner 
“athe several forms of energy known to us, 
radiant, chemical, vibratory, 
aed electric; each produces its effects upon 
matter, living or dead; and in the process of 
eetion these several forms are often trans- 
formed, the one into the other. 

"Whenever a current of electricity trav- 
wees an anima! body,” said Prof. Herdman, 
“ee magnetic field resulting from the 
masage Of the current and surrounding its 
math must disturb in some manner the mole- 
war (physical) and atomic (chemical) ac- 
@yities that are going on in the tissues and 
Sues through which the current of electric- 
iy passes. Almost everything now known 
electro-magnetism seems to imply that 
field, whether produced by a per- 
manent.magnet or by a current, reacts In 
ame measure upon all kinds of matter 
wanin the field, and in some manner to ro- 
is in Some degree every molecule, so as to 
make it asstiime a different position from 
what it would assume if not thus acted upon. 

"We have found that the most noticeably 
Saysiological response to an electric current 
Sained from living animals is that result- 
me from sudden and wide differences of 
Soential (intensity of current). Because of 
ime fact our subjects have been kept in a 
magnetic ficld occasioned by alternating 
Surrent. This does not do chemica! work in 
Me body, but merely accentuates it.” 


Experiments on Men. 


» Two years ago a series of experiments was 
BOmmenced upon men and growing animals 
By cubjecting them for a considerable length 
pt time to the influence of alternating mag- 
metic fields. These experiments have just 
meen brought to a close by Prof. Herdman 
mom the remarkable discovery that a Child

Theeexperiments were performed by con-— 


structing a hollow magnet three feet in 4i- 
ameter and two and one-half feet high, of 
No. 10 underwriters’ wire, and with a suf- 
ficient number of turns so that a current 
strength of five amperes produced an average 
of sixty-five C. G. S. Mnes for each square 
inch of space in a plane cross eecting the 
space within the coil. The dynamo used made 
124 cycles per second, or 248 alterations, so 
that whatever occupied this space was sub- 
jected to the rapidly reversing and varying 
magnetic stress. i 

“The experiments with human beings," 


said Prof. Herdmam “ were made with the’ 


view of determining the influence of this 
magnetic field on the metabolism ‘of tissue 
as determined by the output of urea. Meta- 
boliem is the process by which, on the one 
hand, the dead food is built up into Mving 
matter, and by which, on the other, the living 
matter is broken down into simpler products 
within a cell or organism, while urea is the 
waste matter which passes from the body. 


Experiments on Three Men. 

“ Three subjects were chosen.; Two of them 
were healthy young mien, students of medi- 
cine, and the other a man 88 years of age, 
who had for two years been suffering from 
paralysis agitans, but who, aside from this 
nervous affection, was in fair health. The 
diet was regulated in amount and variety in 
each case for a week previous to subjecting 
them to the magnetic action, Then for a 
week’s time, without change of diet or man- 
ner of Mving fi any other respect, each one 


of the three subjects was placed within the

solenoid, comfortably outstretched on a plat- 


form, and remained there for two hours each 
day, their bodies pervaded by the alternating 


magnetic stress of the average strength 


above mentioned. 

“There was no apparent change in the 
depth or ‘frequency of the pulse or arterial 
tensions; though it is possible that, had more 
delicate or exact methods of testing for such 
changes than the unaided eye and touch been 
employed, more difference in these functions 
would have been observed. 

The subjects were conscious of no change 


in sensation or motive power, except that the 


patient with paralysis agitans claimed that 
the period spent within the coil had a sooth- 
ing and quieting effect upon him, and that the 
muscular tremor which attended his disease 
was for several hours after each exposure 
mutch less violent. 

“It was stein that the tissue nutrition ts 


going op more rapidly and that, if the sub- 
jects were children or young animals, they 
are attaining maturity 25 per cent faster than 
under ordinary conditions.” 


invention for 


A curious invention used by Prof. Herdman 
is a couch so constructed that when a person 
reclines wpon it the individual is inclosed in 
a perfect magnetic field. Its effects are sim- 
ilar to those of the solenoid, the only differ- 
eves being in construction. The magnetic 
feld in this case is produced by powerful 
magnets. 

This couch is used in the 
office. When a person calls upon him, tired, 
suffering from nervousness and generally de- 
bilitated, the dootor requests the patient to 


lie down for a few minutes, and in a short 


time the infifence exerted by the magnets 


brings about a gradual drowsiness that cul- 
minates in sheep. 

The series of experiments with growing 
animals was performed in conjunction with 
those of electricity upon human beings, and 
was to determine the effect, if any, of the 
alternating magnetic stress in retarding or 
accelerating their growth. Some of the times 
the animals used were rabbits and at other 
times guinea pigs.. 

“ As soon as one or more litters of rabbits 
or young guinea pigs were old enouga to be 
separated from their mothers,” explained 
Prof. Herdman, “they were divided into 
bunches as nearly alike in age and weight 
as possible, and were carefully weighed. The 
two bunches were placed in conditions of 
living in all respectseimilar, except that from 
5 o’clock in the evening until midnight one 


‘bunch was placed in a cage made of the kind | 


of wire I have mentioned, through which an 


alternating five ampere current, with the fre- | 
quency of alternations above mentioned, was 


passing, and the other bunch was placed in 


‘an exactly similar coil which was not con- 


nected with the current circuit. This course 
was pursued with each group of animals 
selected until they had reached their full 
growth, or from six to twelve weeks, accord- 
ing to the age of the animais at the com- 


mencement of the experiment. 
Animals Developed Rapidly: 


“The interesting conclusion that has been 
reached from these experiments is that the 
group of animals immersed in the alternat- 
ing magnetic field without exception began, 
after the first week, to outstrip the other 
group in weight, and a gain of from 18 to 24 
per cent in favor of the animals within the 
magnetic field was observed eeon succeed-

“ During the two years in which these ex- 
periments have been going on ten separate 
groups of animals have been used, each group

two groups, when the experiment was con- 
tinued for more than eight weeks, the curve 
of increase shown by the magnetic animals, 
which until eight weeks ran 20 per cent 
higher than that of the other group, grad- 
ually declined, and at the end of the twelfth 


week their weight had fallen a little below 


that of the other group. 

“It is_an interesting fact that the janitor

While awaiting the complete compilation 
of such a manual of anthropological physi- 
ognomy Dr. Ferri sketches a preliminary 
chapter relative to the nervous physiognomy 
of the woman artist, beginning with ea study 
of Sarah Bernhardt, a characteristic type. 

“It was in 1879,"" he says, “ when I first 
saw and heard Sarah Bernhardt.

The great tragedienne 
produced upon me an impression which I can

“The same thing moves a professor at 4 
clinic when he reviews the patients of a hos- 
pital; the pity provoked by the sufferings 
whereof he is a witness is not stified, but 
the sentiment which he feels is accompanied 
by an undeniable intellectual satisfaction 
caused by the observations which he makes 
from a scientific point of view, and it Is 
these which hold his attention supremely. 

“ The biological personality of Sarah Bern- 
hardt first engraved itself on my mind ina 
comparison with magnificent azaleas, to 
which the gardener’s art has given a prodig- 
ious quantity of blossoms by almost entirely 
suppressing the leaves. The nervous activity, 
the marvelous efflorescence of the human per- 


sonality, is so conspicuous with this delight- 


ful artist that her anatomic reality, from 
the spirituelle silhouette to the voice of gold, 
seems fT vanish before the eyes of the fas-

ers the luxuriant blossoms make one obliv- 
fous of branches and leaves.”’ 

The biological impression received at the 
first sight of Sarah Bernhardt has remained 
with Dr. Ferri as the type for the physiog- 
nomy of women belonging to the artist 
class. 

The eyes of artist women are large, the 
color is pallid, the figure is slender and sup- 
ple, the movements are rapid and short, or 
feline. Such is the description of the nervous 
temperament given by Hippocrates, the.cele- 
brated Greek, twenty-three centuries ago, 
and true today of the anthropological type 
met commonly in the great centers of popu- 
lation, in the cities where life imposes upon 
the nervous system a continual labor, exag- 
gerated and hopelessly conducive to nervous- 
ness.

' As positive proof Dr. Ferri asks a compari- 
gon of the physical features and intelectual 
manifestations of the two celebrities, Bern- 
hardt and Duse—whose genius, he says, is 
a marvelously faithful reflection of the nerv- 
ousness of our day—with other great artists 
whose renown is none the les# universal, but 
who have not, as their distinctive character- 
istic, this feverish nervousness. They pre- 
gent the difference of a light comedy and a 
drama of Ibsen's. 

The feminine artists of the nervous type 
form an anthropologica! species of their own 
which no one can comprehend. save some 
women of the world. The demonstration of 
this scientific fact, he says, is readily made

fields. Take Bernhardt, tebe, and Nether- 
sole.

Infinite care and. pains are bestowed on the 
coming social pet.

claims to“ elegance.”’ It will find more 

bitter opponents. But the society girl 
has begun to book to the gloves for exercise, 
and once having looked it is admitted that 
it would be folly to: try to stop her. 

In a quiet way the fad got a start in New 
York that insured its being taken up all 
over the country. Now girls are seeking the 
boxing instructors for lesson@in the “ manly 
art.”’ 

Boxing does not mean siugging, the fair 
exponents of the game would have you un- 
derstand. ' Neither does it mean black eyes 


.@nd bloody noses. The girls who box assert 


that there is not so great danger to their 
new fad as there was for them in basket ball. 
To the women who hold up their hands in 
horror at the idea of a girl learning to spar 
they say that you might as well forbid a 
woman to ride horseback because there are 
horse races ae to say that she shan't use the 
‘gloves just because there are prize fights. 
Im defenee of the new sport she says that 
it traine her eye to judge distances, teaches 
her a4 poise and balance; that it 
stregnthene her heart—which may be a rea- 


gon for the men to oppose it—and improves.

“ First, I always insist upon.a thorough 

physical examination and a physician's cer- 
tificate. Before amy boxing exercises at all 
I put -her through a system of gymnastics 
for about a month, so as to get her muscles 
trained. Then I teach her how to use the 
dag.- Many\ of my pupils have #one put in 
their homes, as ft takes up little room, and 
they get many opportuagities to use it there 
between the lessons.

Must Be Clever on Feet. 


“ Lots of attention must be paid to the 
footwork. If you are not clever on your 
feet you will never be a good boxer. All 

xing you must have 
n the ball of your left 
foot and balance on the ball of your right 
foot. You must have that position all the 
way through, because if you are not in the 
position to deliver the blow it is not effective. 
From this position you are able to move 
backward and forward with ease and with 
grace at any time that your opponent should 
rush at you. From this position you are 
thus able to side step and get out of her 
way; at the same time you can swing your 
left hand for her face. 

“The position of the arms and hands is 
next taught. The right hand must be well 
up 80 as to guard the chin and face. The 
left hand is turned out so as to catch a blow 


_ on the back of the hand or wrist, having at 


the same time the elbow well down so as 
to protect the stomach and abdomen. You 
must keep the right hand moving in rota- 


tion all the time.

“The left hand is a funny hand. It can 
be carried up and down, in or out. Mast 
of the work is done with the left hand. You 
must watch your chance to jump in and 
deliver a lead with your left hand and step 
in and guard with your right hand if the 
other girl delivers a lead with her left. You 
must watch what the other girl does. Dur- 
ing the time you are boxing you must al- 
ways work to your opponent's left and keep 
as far from the right as you can. That 
keeps you out of danger of the right hand 
punch, and then the only thing you will have 
to look out for ts the left hand lead. The 


-, left hand cross counter for the jaw is easy 


to deliver. Let the left hand lead of your 
opponent go over your left shoulder and at 
the same time you step in and deliver the 
punch to her chin, parrying your own jaw 
and face with your right hand. Step in 
close and deliver this and get away as quick 


as you can and come into position 


your opponent. 
Right Punch for Side. 

“ The right punch for the side is given in 
this manner: Keep moving back and forth 
on your feet until you get a left lead from 
your opponent. Throw it up a little to one 
side, turning her to the right. Then step 
in and deliver a right hand blow just over 
the left kidney. This is another dangerous 
blow, but can be delivered easy. Of course, 
in practicing, you would not hit hard, and the 
boxing girls do not hit hard enough to hurt 
each other. In the right hand cross counter, 
as the opponent shoots out her left hand to- 
wards you, duck your head and let the blow 
come over your right shoulder. At the same 
time step in close and deliver the blow and 
hug her so that she won't be able to hit with 
either hand, and unless you are on guard 


with your left hand she will comein with her | 


right hand. 
“ Boxing is like a game of checkers. You 
must watch your opponent’s movements all 


the time and get a lead out of her and then | 


make your jump. You must keep a level 
head and never lose your temper.

~ HAT biblical characters dare I 
use in a play?” This is a ques- 
tion that has perplexed drama- 
tists for many a decade of years, 
and is still perplexing them. It 
is usually paired with the query, 
“How much will the public 
mand?’ for it may as well be admitted that 
usually is the public's scruples rather 
‘than the dramatist’s that are the determin- 
‘ing power in the matter. 
| The dramatist sees the theatrical possi- 
Dilities contained in the biblical material— 
religious sentiments and prejudices are in 
thé majority of instances either lost.sight 
of by him or are only a secondary consider- 
lation. His desire is to create a work of a 
‘eertain art value, and seeing a subject that 
affords him the material needed for the 
erecting of thie work he no more stops to 
weigh the so-called morality or immorality 
log using it than does the painter who, wish- 
ing to realize on canvas the mental! vision he 
has formed of some incident in the life of 
Christ or of one of the saints, begins and 
paints without once thinking whether his 
fp doing may be styled sacrilegious or no. 
Tt is the ol@ truth that to art all things are 
and that the value of an art work is. 
entirely independent of so-called morality 
‘or immorality. 
| But the public’s attitude must need give 
ithe dramatist pause, especially if he be 
writing with a hope of future public stage 
Tepresentation. He dares do nothing that 
jmay permit the cry of impiety and sacrilege 
ito be raised against him, for if he does his 
‘work is doomed to know no life other than 
that contained in the gray tomb of the 
iprinted page, and it may happen that even 
this much existence may be denied it. If he 
pwould have his creation realized upon the 
Stage he must write with an eye to the 
ipublic’s faiths ahd prejudices. The pub- 
ic’s position in these matters is changing, 
(however—changingsiowlyand gradualiy, but 
‘changing just the same. Some may insist 


ithat the change i¢ not for the better. It 


wmay not be, from certain moral and ethical 
viewpoints, but from an artistic it is un- 
deniably along the upward line of progress. 
The field wherein art may seek and garner 
ite materials is being constantly broadened 
and enrigned, and the product will not fail 
at ite maturity to be correspondingly better 

Time was when ali biblical characters 
were denied representation on the stage. 
Forty years have not yet come and gone 
since Gounod’s “ Queen of Sheba ’’--to cite 
a single example—was denied representation 
in England until the character of the queen 
had been transformed into that of a Greek 
slave girl and King Solomon had changed his 
name. The forty years have brought better 
conditions, however. Every biblical char- 
acter may now be used on the stage except 
those of the Christ, of Mary the Virgin, and 
of the Deity. There have been attempts made 
to introduce both Jesus and Mary, but public 
opinion has thus far rebelled at such pro- 
Sedure. It is safe to believe, however, that 
& Passion play worthily presented today 
would not meet with anywhere near such 
indignant opposition as did the attempt of 
Saimi Morse some score of years ago.

Miss 
Margaret Ayer, the daughter of Mrs. Harriet Hubbard Ayer, 
had a small part, which she did well. Her songs, however, were 
not worthy of her gifts as a singer. She has’a fine voice and 
commanding stage presence, which do not count for much in a 
play of the character\pf “Tommy Rot.” The Hengler sisters, 
who made such a success in “ Beauty and the Beast” at the 
Broadway theater last winter, did some of their prettiest dancing. 

At the end of the performance Mrs. Osborn was called before 
the curtain, and to repeated cries for a speech she came modestly 
to the footlights and, after she could get her voice, said, ‘I hope 
you mean it,” and then ran off the stage, accompanied. by the 
applause of the audience and the performers. 


SUPPOSE as long as theaters exist that plays will be 
judged by the critics on their first performance. Noth- 
ing could be ranker injustice, however, to actors and 
playwrights.

American Artist Abroad. 


" The American artist on the continent of 
Europe,’’ said Mr. Low, “ is more certain of 
distinction and coneideration than he is even 
in his native country. So far as art is con- 
cerned he is received on terms of perfect 
equality with European artists, and has no 
reason to complain, but when it comes to 
what I might caji the ‘politics’ of art, inthe ' 
directory of art associations or any where,. 
where a vote is to be cast, he is not recog- 
nized. The same is true of any kind of com- 
petition—the architecture of government 
buildings, public orders for pictures or sculp- 
ture—the American artist has no chance 
whatever. Moreover, if he resides too long 
abroad without a4 return to his own country 
he loses the run of artistic-events, and the 
life and growth “not only*ofr ‘art: but of the 
American people. ‘The exhibition of Amer- 
jean art at the Paris exposition was a sur-— 
prise to more than one. native American ar- 
tist who had heer long away from his coun- 
try. They had lost sight of the progress of 
art in their native land. . 

“ What do I think of American portraits 
by foreign artists?’ 

“ However artistic they may be, however 
well executed, they are always liable.to lack 
the American characteristic. The foreign 
artist, often handicapped by ignorance of 
the language, cannot easily catch the type, 
the national Miocayncrasy of ‘the American 
face, and its native expression. He cannot 
easily keep out of.it the foreign element, to 


which he ie so accustomed, It fe like the 
idiom or accent of a language—hard to elim- 
inate, easy to detegt. 

“ When permission was asked of ex- 
President Cleveland to have a foreign visit- 
ing artist paint his wife’s portrait he replied: 
‘I’m not going to hdvé my wife used as an. 
advertisement for foreign Ttinerant™ 
painter.’ 

*“ Of course, I do not mean that they pur- 
‘posely intend to pervert or foreignize an 
American portrait; nor to produce agything 
‘ke a Garicgatire of thé American péersOnality. 
It is wholly unconscious and involuntary, but 
it is nevertheless an obstacle to faithful and 
characteristic portreiture.”’ 

In his father’s portrait Mr. Ralph Olark~- 
son, at his. studio in the Fine Arts. building, 
furnishes an excellent ilbustration of 
comments of Mr, Low., It is the port 
of am elderly American of the “vigorous, 
alert, Néw England type, the spirit and con- 
vincing . quality of which would be almost 
certain to elude’a. foreigner, no matter how 
fine and finished his composition.

Management, less than 200.- Proportionately 
ihe Harvard divinity school is richer in en- 
dewments than any of the other colleges of 
the university. ‘The reason for a small at- 
tendance is probably to be found in the fact 
that the school is undenominational, and the 
Sraduate does not start in the ministry as the 
product of a sectarian college. 

Dean Banders of the Yale school believes 
that the small attendance at the Yale college 


Who intend to study for the ministry consider 
it the part of wisdom to secure their post- 
graduate degree in some other institution 
than that which gave them their bachelor’s 
degree. 

“ The percentage of graduates entering the 
atademic department of Yale in the divinity 
School is not 80 large as at first sight might 
s¢em natural,”’ he said. * In past years this 
has been due partiy to thatcurious prejudice 
Which the average undergraduate forms 
Sgainst any set of men with whom he does 
Bot come into clése contact, who do not fit 
into his plans. That kind of prejudice is get- 
ing out of date, largely because the divinity 
School is becoming more and more.an active 
factor in the life of the university.

Mirror Used 
| By Greek Beauty 
NOW IN ART INSTITUTE 


HIS is the kind of a mirror the Greek 
beauty used when she set about to add 
to the natural adornment of her Attic 

> féatures: .It is now in the Art institute, 
having been purchased by Martin A. 
Ryerson in Paris and ae aapesited in the in- 
stitute. 

It is said to have been dug up in Etruria, 
but is pronounced by Greek scholars of unde- 
niable Greek manufacture, and not Etruscan. 
The mirror disk has a diameter of nineteen 
centimeters. ‘The reflecting surface is slight- 
ly, and at present not uniformly, convex. 
The edge of the disk is ornamented with the 
“egg” pattern, which is not visible in the 
illustration. The back is plain. 

Twenty years ago it was the comment of 
Greek scholars that despite the fact that. 
‘mirrors were shdwn by Attic vase paintings 
and reliefs to have been in common use, not 
one had been found. Since that time a num- 
ber have been discovered, of which the one 
now at the Art institute is a sample. 

This mirror has its handle now detached 
from the disk. At the back the bronze part 
of the handle is prolonged upwards in the 
form of a palmette, which served to make 
the attachment to the disk secure. In front 
the ornamentation consisted of a figure of a 
siren with recurved wings, surrounded by 
scrolls and palmettes. 

The especial interest: which attaches to 
this Chicago mirror is the fact that the han- 
dle -proper is preserved—a circumstance 
which is recited as unusual among Greek 
mirrors of the historic period. For deter- 
mining the date of the mirror there is no- 
evidence, except the style of the bronze re- 
lief. The com tion as a whole seems to 
indicate that it was made in the fifth century

PROPOS of the exhibition in the Art 
institute of Chicago of a new portrait 
of President. Harper, ‘painted by Gari 
Meichers, the New York..Bookman 
draws attention to an article in the 
Chicago Standard, a Baptist . ~newspaper 
courteously called “‘a sheet?’ whose editor, 
the Bookman: delicately intimates, “Has 
burst forth as afi art critic and as a student 
of character.” -The first quotation from the 
Standard is as follows: “ President Harper, 
like “Napoleon, -began to come to himself 
early in Hfe,’’ whereupon the Bookman with 


overpouring wit remarks: ‘‘ Most persons 
do. In fact, a man, let us say, of.25, who 


.had not yet begun_to take notice and who 


was still on the botfle, would be unusvfal.’’ 

The next quotation from _the religious 
weekly contains a suggested resemblance of 
President, Harper ‘to the great Napoleon. 
‘“‘There is immediately suggested a likeness 
to the great Napoleon as he stands in his 
splendid coronation robes, the incarnation of 
power. Surely our educational Napo- 
leon is more illustrious than the brilliant and 
world compélling Frenchman. With 
young men he is warmly sympathetic, and 
for them he is always hopeful; so optimistic 
a: times that°his hopes have been by them 
interpreted as promises, and have returned 
later with a demand for fulfillment which 
has proved a little embarrassing.’’ The Book- 
man admits that this is tactfully done, and 
then quotes again to show how the religious 
editor “‘ goes in ’’ for art criticlem: “ Proba- 
bly the portrait is not in every respect a 
success. It would be asking too much of the 
artist to demand this. One's chief criticism 
is that the artist’s conception of his subject 
is not deep and vital enough. The glaring 
colors, the air of officialism produced by the 
prominence of the robes of office, and the 
typical expression of face seem to convey 
the impression that the artist regarded his 
subject not as primarily a man of ideas, nor 
even as an executive of high ideals and un- 
selfish aspirations, but essentially as a clever 
and far seelng manager of men and things, 
an ambitious, shrewd, and somewhat crude- 
ly refined, though tremendously _ forceful, 
ruler in the domain of education, who hada 
wide open eye to the significance of material 
things, of sound, and strut, and. show, tn 
pushing forward the car of science.’’ The 
judgment of the Bookman on the foregoing 
excerpt is confirmatory, and couched tn the 
highest form of New York English: ‘‘ We 
rather guess that the artist knew what he 
was about.”

Rappaport of New York, who has been in 
close touch with the Paris trade, wires: ‘““Con- 
tinued strength in wheat in Paris is on the 
poor quality of a large percentage of their 
crop, which is not fit for milling purposes. 
Although France should be this year on a 
self-supporting basis, there is no doubt that 
they will have to import considerable wheat 
to replace their wheat, which can only be.

According to Washington dispatches, Chi- 
cago speculators are interested with New 
Yorkers in a campaign to be waged against 
Statistician Hyde of the agricultural de- 
partment when congress meets to have him 
relieved of the work of preparing monthly 
crop estimates.

Under the strain of a week of continuous 
dullness the butter and egg market broke 
yesterday, the former losing %c per Ib and 
the latter %c per doz.

Saiged by the desire to go farther into the

The little Insight we obtained into the 
mammere of Thibet after leaving Luipo im- 
pre@sed us With the idea that we were about 
to ehter into @ land of an extraordinary peo- 
ple, ae differént as possible from the stereo- 
iypéd tribes Of western China. For four long 
months we tolled up the resisting current 
of the Kusha@-kiang; for 120 days we battled 
sicdessfully against its hungry reefs and 
to Batang, whence beyond came the 
fost arduous and difficult task of all—the 
penetration s@till farther up the stream of 
he great river, through a land which for 
enturies ha# resented intrusion of any kind. 
we spent a week at Batang in giving our 
Bangsi crewmen a brief respite to recuper- 


me their stréngth and in purchasing boots,

could -afford to laugh in his sleeve at our 
discomfiture. This inhospitable treatment 
which we received.at Batang was but an ex- 
emplar of the methods that we were obliged 
to be constantly on our guard against in all 
our journeying through Thibet. Avaricious 
and unscrupulous even among themselves 
and stooping to the basest and most de- 
grading means to attain their ends, we dis- 
covered that in a land where a man without 
the least compunction will murder even his 
own kin for the possession of a knife or equal- 
ly valueless an article the price of safety 
Was eternal vigilance. 


Spend Months in Canoes. 

Leaving Batang with few regrets, our 
journeying fér several successive months 
was maGé by canoes up the stream of 
Kinsha-kiang, which flowed in such a nar- 
row channel @nd was So swift and littered 
with obstructions that ft required the most 
sturdy effoft to make any progress whatso- 
eve?. From the opinion We had gained of 
them by their milder prototypes at Batang,

As there was, how- 
ever, no available country over which to 
travel by land owing to the immense moun- 
tain ranges and the absence of roads of 
any kind, we were obliged to continue our 
battling Progress by water, it -requiring 
nearly, two months of unbroken effort to 
carry us-.over as many hundred miles to 


On reaching Dju-Kharman we found it 
to be a well peopled and hospitable village. 
The natives here likewise shared in the in- 
credulous fears of the natives down-stream, 
and at first refused to hold any intercourse 
with us Whatever. Curiosity was too strong

On leaving Dju-Kharman our course lay 
across the great plateau of northeastern 
Thibet, and to add to the hardships of travel 
the high altitude and the almost arctic 
character of the climatic conditions proved 
annoying. For nearly four months’ jour- 
neying we were at no time at a lower eleva- 
tion than 9,000 feet above the sea level, and 
the difficulties of respiration and facing 
trying snow and hail storms lasting for 
weeks were not the greatest of our troubles, 
for each mile we advanced we found the na- 
tives with whom we were thrown in con- 


tact evem more degraded and barbarous — 


than those we had just left, and only the 
size of our expeditionary force saved us 
from actual aggression. 


Like a Spot Accursed. 

The appearance of nature in this land is 
that of a spot accursed, One seems to be 
on the shores of the Dead Sea, where the 
towns of the plain had sunk under a fiery 
wave, and where desolation forever reigns, 
to mark an awfui judgment; or as if the 
glowing hills of Pandemonium had been 
raised from their dreadful depths to sully 
the face of the earth with their*most forbid- 
ding aspect. Great masses of crags rise in 
huge disarray, split in long ravines, and 
hurled -inte unutterable confusion. A 
searching loneliness broods over the scene, 
as if here, removed from the outside world, 
nature had built a refuge of pendnce for 
herself, a diorama grim, forbidding, and 
menacing.

Of Amusements 
there are but few, the male portion. of the 
population spendifig what time fs not en- 
gaged in mantal Mibor in gambling, into 
which they enterm With all. the passion of 
devotees; risking their entire possessions and 
even their péefSons om no worthier a 
pastime than guessing the number of stones 
which another may hold in his hands. Bpeak- 
ing of the soeial conditions of the country, a 
Yew words may be said concerning the state 
of woman in this fegion. Her social condl- 
tion is pitiable im the extreme. far Wdrée 
than the 4aniniais @f her lord afd tias- 
ter’s herds, for they at least, withimeéertenary 
motive, are treated hpmanely.

With which the natives go abotit this stu- 


pendous operation, carrying huge pots of - 


Water to the open graves ahd religiously 
scrubbing thé bones. When I first saw this 
function it struck me as being rémarkably 
funny, but to the natives themselves it is an 
intensely solemn and sacred céremony. Ag 
the possession of a large “ borery ” gives to 
the fortunate possessor great power in the 
tribe, tnese bones ate seized upon for debt 
or of theimagination of a feud, the person 
or family so deprived of its sacred relics be- 
ing shuritied by thé others until the bones 


shall have been redéemed. 


Most of the Thibetan tribes are given to - 


all forms of tmhagic. The lamas claim tn- 
limited powér In dealing with the deities, 
raising and dispelling storms, e¢xorcising 
witches and sotcerers, and other matters of 
black art.’ It is claimed that certain 
among them are possessed of the power to 
bewitch single individuals or even a whole 
tribe, by making small dough images, and, 
having procured something from the petson 
of the interided victtm—several hairs, 4 plece 
of nall-paring, of, most potent of all, « tooth 
—the image is pricked or touched with these. 
If the death of the victim ts desired it is 
only nécessary that some vital part, stich as 
the heart, lungs, or brain, be perforated; But 
if the intention is not so bloodthirsty, prick- 
ing the image in less vital parts, muttering 
potent charms the whilé, fs sufficient to catse 
the victim the most actité paitis in those parts. 
The putiishment of thosé stispécted of 
sorcery or witchcraft fs speedy and stire; 
they are either condemned to be burried to 
death by the lamas, or else are buried alive— 
these two methods being considered the only 
ones that wifl effectually dispose of the 
devil stipposed to Inhabit the body of the 
sorcerer, and prevent his taking refuge in 
some other body. 

In addition to thelr. supernatural beliefs 
the Thibetans likewise believe in many 
stranks myths, one of ‘the most remarkable 
of which fs one pertaining to the sun, moon, 
and stars. The sun is believed to be an im- 
mense ball of yak-meat and fat, whereon the 
spirits of departed ancestors are supposed 
to feast. The stars are portions of this im- 
mense feast, which, 4foppirig to the earth, 
give birth to animals for the sustenance of 
suffering humanity. Thé moon they con- 
ceive to be a less ball of similar texture, in 
use while the larger one Is being replenished 
for the morrow, [ts non-appedfance on 
cloudy or stoftmy days being accounted for 
by the fact that the. deities, are’ undergoing 
a period of fasting and religious abnegation. 
The parched and desert condition of sterile 
regions is ‘aseribed to the fact that ‘many 
thousand years ago this immense ball slipped 
from the hands of its keepers, and, descend- 
ing too near the earth, scorchéd those parts 
with which it came in contact. During the 
intense heat some of the animals hid in caves 
and wete unharmed, while those exposed 


to the flery visitation had their fur burned. 


It will be impossible, except in these genéral 
terms, to give a desoriptioti of this country. 
of eastern Thibet, for the greater part of it 
will have to be more fully explofed before 
it can be adequately described. It was the 
end of December when my weary yaks and 
escort—after abandoning the canoes at Gunza 
and traveling overland across the Kolto-Nor 
—crept the snow-éncrusted mountain 
ranges intO Gajum, oh the south shore of Lake 
Charing. The long months of penetrating 
through the great unexplored region of east- 
ern Thibet Was over, but the gdggles and 
snowshoes, the whip and packharness, were 
not suffered to be long laid aside, for one 
week later I had stafted ohm the equally 
hazardous journey throtgh the great un- 
known territory around the headwaters of 
the Hoahg-ho.
